constitute his election, the others are 
to assist him in pacifying the country. 
Should there not he enough votes cast 
to fulfill the requirements of the law 
and the elections should, 
for 
that 
reason, be declared of no effect, all 
those concerned are to aid Huerta in 
every way possible to accomplish the 
same ends, pending a new' election. 
The law provides that one-third of 
the total eligible voters must exer­ 
cise the right of suffrage in order to 
make 
the 
election valid. 
Failing, 
congress is expected to declare the 
election void. 
If this should happen, 
Huerta will continue president until 
a new election.

iiave never, known of a pair of pigeons 
that would begin breeding or even pre­ 
paring a nest for a second family urn 
til after those youngsters were begin­ 
ning to haks ordinary feed instead of 
thi» pigeon mille. 
Of course, the old 
birds feed the young during their en­ 
tire life as squabs, or until they are 
able to leave the nest, and often they 
feed them for a* few days on the floor. 
Hight or nine pairs of squabs are all 
that can be expected from a pair of 
breeders during a year, 
and 
such 
breeders are very hard to find. 
In 
order 
to 
avoid 
dark-skinned 
squabs it is advisable not to breed 
from birds that have very dark legs or 
beaks. 
Many amateurs have an idea 
that a bird with black plumage is more 
likely to be dark-skinned than a white- 
feathered 
bird is. nut 
this is not the 
case, as 
some of the whitest-skinned 
squabs that have been produced were 
from black pigeons. 
It is to be regretted that disease is 
becoming more ^ommon among pige­ 
ons. 
In 
most cases disease will be 
found in 
lofts where birds have not 
had proper attention, or where they 
are so housed as to weaken their v: 
tality or that of their offspring. 
The 
life of a breading bird is generally 
considered to be ten years, but there 
aro very few pigeons that will pay* for I 
their feed after the seventh year, and 
it is seldom that they will leave any 
profit after the fifth year. During the 
second and third years they are sup­ 
posed to be in their prime. 
For this reason, in figuring on a 
flock of pigeons, it should be remem­ 
bered 
that 
they 
have 
practically 
passed their usefulness in six or seven 
years, and therefore one-sixth or one- 
seventh of their original cost should 
be charged against them each year so 
that at th^ end of the time mentioned 
they will have paid for themselves.

These figures are record-breakers and 
therefore mean that Missouri is still 
the “ Poultry Queen of the Union,” a 
title which was bestowed four years 
ago when Missouri took first rank 
for this in d u s try ^ or all other states.

Mrs. J. S. Stephens made a short 
report of tile recent successful sewing 
and bread contests, for which season 
tickets to the fair w'ere given as pre­ 
miums and enjoyed to the fullest. 
In a few words Mrs. Harry Sneed 
expressed the gratification 
of 
the 
club over the success of the Home- 
Makers’ work at the fair, stating that 
women from all over the state wel­ 
comed the opportunity to become ac­ 
quainted with the line of work this 
organization is doing, and that it is 
believed that a good deal of good was 
accomplished.

that is available inv our Sedalia libra­ 
ry and some plans which the univer­ 
sity has suggested which may be of 
service to us.

tional affair, which is soon to be held 
in Tulsa, Ok., and to

Sneed and Mrs. Warren have been 
appointed as Missouri delegates by 
the governor, their interest, of course, 
being in the International Congress 
of Farm Women. 
On the suggestion of Mrs. W. S 
Cotton, a motion was made and car­ 
ried that the Home-Makers send Mrs. 
Sneed as a special representative of 
this organization and 
pay her ex­ 
penses for the trip, as no provision 
had been made by Missouri for her 
delegates. 
It was regretted that our 
finances would not allow' represents 
tion by two delegates, but the club is 
sure that Mrs. Sneed will bring home 
a world of helpful information and 
inspiration from the congress. 
Mrs. T. R. Melton read the princi­ 
pal paper of the day, her subject be­ 
ing, ‘‘Unsightly Backyards and Road­ 
sides,” which contained the following 
interetsing facts concerning Sedalia: 
(I) That if Sedalia has an estab­ 
lished dumping ground no informa­ 
tion can be obtained concerning it; 
(2) Decayed material and loathsome 
garbage is carried outside of the city 
limits and dumped on the roadsides 
by unscrupulous Sedalians; (3) The 
city pays a man to cart off dead ani 
mals to a rendering plant which is 
not a credit to the county or an ob­ 
ject of pride to the Pettis county citi­ 
zens living in its neighborhood. 
She read a clipping concerning the 
new city garbage burner of Emporia, 
Kas., a city about half the size ot 
Sedalia, and of the satisfaction which 
it is giving to the citizens of that 
town. 
It was the consensus of opinion thai 
an incinerating plant was about the 
only thing that could solve the Se­ 
dalia garbage problem, and without 
an adequate means of garbage dis­ 
posal it is a hopeless task to keep 
sanitary 
and 
attractive 
backyards 
and roadsides. 
One member suggested as a means 
of stopping the roadside dumping and 
spreading disease (hog cholera, for 
instance) that each Home-Maker, as 
she spies the tin cans approaching, 
telephone her next neighbor that a 
dump man is headed her w'ay, then 
proceed to the road and shoo him off 
her own premises and roadside. Thus, 
with a succession of such warm wel­ 
comes the dumper might soon decide 
to take his load back to the city. 
The subject elicited a great deal of

many natural enemies, such as snakes, 
hawks, and the like, and numbers cf 
them are killed by lawn mowers and I 
farm machinery of various kinds. We j 
pan well afford to study toads w*ith a j 
view to giving them our protection, j 
They should not be killed for sport, 
as many animals are, for they are too 
valuable. 
Since

water in which to place their eggs and 
nourish their young for a few weeks, j 
it is suggested that suitable places 
be maintained for their convenience. 
A shallow cement pool, having a small 
but constant water 
supply 
will

j greatly appreciated by the toads. For 
garden shelters, make shallow holes 
in the ground and cover with ftat 
stones or boards. 
The toads will re­ 
tire into these in the daytime and 
comes forth at dusk for their nightly 
forays.

Toads are especially valuable 
to 
greenhouse men in 
keeping down 
slugs, thousand-legged 
worms, plant 
lice and cut worms.

Luncheon w as served at the Belle- 
vue-Stratford hotel, at 
which 
were 
present the president and vice presi­ 
dent, all the other 
invited 
guests 
from W ashington, the governors of a 
num ber of states, and the several 
com m ittees having charge of the cer­ 
emonies. 
A fter the luncheon came the pa­ 
rade, with President Wilson near the 
head of Hie line. 
In the procession 
w ere all the sailors and m a rg e s sta­ 
tioned at the Philadelphia navy yard; 
foil©* companies of coast artillery from 
Fort du Pout and Fort Mott on the 
Delaware river; a provisional brigade 
of the Pennsylvania National Guard, 
the Philadelphia cavalry commands 
attached to the state militia m d the 
patriotic societies. The parade wound 
its way through the business section 
of the city to Independence square, 
w hence President Wilson was escort­ 
ed to Congress Hall.

Congress hall is a two-story, shin­ 


gle-roofed building.

To tJ$c east of it is Inde­ 
pendence Hall. 
The building was constructed for 
county purposes. Two different funds 
were raised to cover the expense. In 
colonial days it was the custom for 
’he mayor of Philadelphia when going 
out of office to give a banquet.

stead of doing this one of the mayors 
contributed the cost of the feast, 150 
pounds, to the building fund for the 
new county hall. 
The other money 
used in its construction came from 
the sale of an old jail and workhouse.

struction in 1787 and it was complet­ 
ed in 1780.

of congress. 
Congress, which was ■ 
meeting then in New* 
York, 
aft 'r j 
much debate fixed the perm anent lo-1 
cation of the national government on , 
the banks of the Potomac, and Phila-; 
iclphia, mainly through the efforts of, 
Robert Morris and to the disappoint- j 
ment of New* York, was decided upon ; 
as the seat of government for ten t 
years.

met iii the hall, the first speaker of j 
the house of representatives being I 
Frederick 
Augustus 
Muhlenberg. 
George W ashington was inaugurated

John Adams was Inaugurated as the ; 
Second president of the United States i 
within- its walls and Thom as .lefter- ! 
Son* was there sworn in as vice pres­ 
ident. 
While congress sat in the hall the 
United States m int and the United 
States bank were established; 
Ver J 
moat. Kentucky and Tennessee w'.ere , 
adm itted to the Union; the army and 
fiavy were reorganized on a penna-* 
nent basis; Ja y ’s historic treaty with j 
England was considered and ratified; ! 
?ho whisky insurrection 
was 
sup­ 
pressed; the w ars with the Indian. 
w ere successfully conducted by lia r 
mar, St. Clair and W ayne; the brief 
war with France 
was 
undertaken j 
and within its walls was officially an - 1 
pounced the death of George \\ ash- j 
Ington in 1799. 
Congress (the first session of th**! 
sixth) sat in the hall for tile last tibie j 
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on May 14, 1800. 
The last act of the

day of what his work as a member 
of the French wireless mission sent 
by the government 
to 
W ashington 
will be. 
Prof. Abraham will not join 
his colleagues until late in October. 
“During our work at Arlington last 
spring,” said he, “we succeeded in 
co-operation with our American asso­ 
ciates in establishing 
the 
relative 
time of W ashington and Paris within 
the tenth of a second. 
Since then we 
have been able to improve greatly 
the receiving and recording of wire­ 
less messages. 
W e expect now' to 
establish the, time of W ashington to 
within the hundredth of a second, 
and as a part of this result the longi­ 
tude 
of 
W ashington as related to 
Paris. 
France will later send mis­ 
sions to the other principal nations 
with the object of establishing a sim­ 
ilar accuracy in the relative times. 
Once this work is acomplished, the 
world will receive time signals from 
the Eiffel tower and will he able to 
register them to within the hundredth 
of a second. 
“This effort for accuracy to within 
the hundredth of a second has re­ 
quired a tremendous improvement in 
the wireless apparatus and a great 
advance in clock making. 
Two of the 
most im portant pieces of the equip­ 
m ent which we shall take to America 
will be chronom eters of such extreme 
precision th at after being set before 
leaving France they are relied upon 
not to vary appreciably during the 
whole of our time in America. 
“We shall use photography in reg­ 
istering Eiffel tower signals for fix­ 
ing the exact longitude of W ashing­ 
ton. 
We arrive easily at an accu­ 
racy of a hundredth part of a second 
by m eans of a film revolving at a 
fixed rate of speed and a luminous 
spot influenced by the wireless mes­ 
sages. 
In registering the speed of 
radio waves I have succeeded in di­ 
viding the second into 40,000 parts. 
Experiences so far on the speed of 
wireless waves tend to show that 
they travel at the same speed as 
light, from which we make the im­ 
portant deduction that they are the 
sam e thing.”

Japanese 
steam ship 
companies 
have, during the present year, pur­ 
chased between forty and fifty sec­ 
ond-hand steam ers from British com­ 
panies, paying in every case fairly 
high prices for them.

This led to the report that the Jap­ 
anese government was in the m arket 
for one hundred and fifty steam ers 
to be used as transports, the rumor 
connectting the reported intention of 
the government variously with an ex­ 
pedition against China and to hold in 
reserve in case of war with America, 
As a m atter of fact, although the 
steam ers purchased by tile Japanese 
companies might be used in case of 
necessity for transporting war ma­ 
terial. they would be of little use for 
the carrying of troops. 
They are 
really freighters of a type that is no 
longer built by British companies and 
are to be used in the Korean and 
Manchurian trade, and also in a trade 
that Japan is endeavoring to work 
up with the states on the western 
coast of South America.

Vienna, Oct. 25.—Because 
of 
the 
recent war in the Balkans, it is.im - 
IKisslble for thousands of would-be 
telephone subscribers in Vienna to 
get service. 
There is little chance 
today to got a telephone 
in 
your 
house under a year, and the reason 
i i that the money ordinarily expended 
by the government on telephones in 
Vienna has been diverted for military 
j purposes. 
The public is indignant; there Is 
constant complaint of interruptions 
to the service; the breaking of con­ 
nections 
during 
conversations, out­ 
side noises on the line, etcetera, but 
all to no purpose. 
There is no money 
to spend on the system; nearly all 
the workmen have been dismissed, 
and 
tile 
opening of three new ex­ 
changes promised for this fall hats 
been indefinitely postponed. 
For several years past Vienna has 
suffered from what might he called 
a veritable telephone famine. 
The 
demand 
for telephones quickly ex­ 
hausted the capacity of the govern­ 
ment 
system. 
No 
private 
person 
could hope to get a telephone under 
a year or so, and when the time came 
to put in tile apparatus nothing was 
ever done before an official had called 
to inquire if the telephone was still 
desired. 
It frequently happened th at the in­ 
tending subscriber had grow n tired of 
waiting—sometimes he was dead—be­ 
fore the telephone was in sight. 
An 
interesting story had just come to 
light which explains what was done 
with a part of the moneys diverted 
from the original telephone appropri­ 
ation, and also shows the bureaucrat­ 
ic methods prevailing in Austria. 
When the mobilization was in full 


swing last w inter Galicia was flooded 
with troops, the war office linked up 
gendarm erie posts and military en­ 
cam pm ents with telephones in great 
baste. 
This was in a thinly populated 
country 
where 
the 
telephone was 
scarcely known. 
After the war scare was over there 
was no further use for these tele­ 
phones for military purposes, but the 
poles, wires and call stations were 
left standing. 
Now the small towns 
and villages through which the tele­ 
phone passes have asked to be al­ 
lowed to use it, but the government 
refuses permission unless these com­ 
munities pay the cost of construc­ 
tion. 
Ah they are entirely unable to 
dc. so, all this 
costly 
installation, 
made at the expense of the taxpayers, 
Including those in Galicia, stands idle 
and is left to rust and decay.

A white linen fence seven and one- 
half feet high separated the “Court” 
from the camp of Israel whenever they 
stopped in their journey towards the 
promised land. 
The “gate” leading 
into this enclosure was made of richly 
embroidered linen, and also the “door” 
or entrance into the first apartment of 
the Tabernacle, the “Holy”.

finn is made in the Bible of cherubim 
being embroidered either in the “gate” 
or the “door”. 
Rut the “vail” or en­ 
trance into the “Most Holy” was thu? 
adorned. 
(Exodus 20:31.)

Answer*.—There are several Scrip­ 
tures which seem to intimate that no 
ri<di men will be able to enter into tile 
Kingdom—such as James 5:1-5; Luke 
16:19-31; and Matthew 19:22-24. 
But 
happily (for all rich men are not bad) 
in the Scripture text under considera­ 
tion, the Master suggests a way where­ 
by even a rich man can get into tile 
Kingdom. 
In the walls of the ancient 
city of Jerusalem were large, massive 
gates which were kept open during 
the day to permit of the easy flow, in 
and out, of traffic of all kinds. These 
gates at a certain hour of the evenings 
were closed to preclude the possibil­ 
ity of a sudden attack and destruction 
of the city by ribber bands or oilier 
enemies during the night. 
However,

should arrive after these public gates 
had been (dosed, there was a very 
small gate at one side balled “The Nee­ 
dle’s Eye,” through which a camel 
could pass, after it had been unload­ 
ed, by kneeling down and creeping 
along.
